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TOO RISKY A VENTURE, 


A Paris paper says the Promiers of Alberts 
and Saskatchewan offered a salary of £6,000 to 
any one fitted for the position who would under- 
take to manage the wheat board. That sounds 
like a pretty generous bid, even considering the 
enormous interests which were to be staked on the 
judgment and honesty of the commissioners. If 
nobody who knew the grain business was willing 
to risk his reputation at that price, the taxpayers 
of the two provinces may be thankful that the 
scheme was not gone on with. 


A REGRETTABLE OVER-SIGHT. 


' The Alberta members of Parliament were evi 
dently not as well posted as they might have been 
when tributes were being paid in the House of 
Commons to the men who were instrumental in 
discovering insulin. In cousequence, no credit 
was given to Professor Collip of the University 
of Alberta for the part ho played in bringing 
that great measure of relief to suffering humanity 
li is to be hoped that opportunity will be taken to 
correct this over-sight. Since only Dr. Banting is 
to get recognition of a material kind from the 
national treasury, it ix especially important that 
all others who contributed to his success should 
receive a full measure of credit and thanks from 
the public representatives, 


STALLING THE ELECTION. 


The redistribution of Parliamentary seats is 
to be stood over to next session, on recommenda- 
tion of the joint committee appointed to deal with 
the matter. This apparently means that there is 
to be no general election this year, and that none 
of the three parties is anxious that there should be 
That wi’! hardly be surprising. None cf the three 
has been showing a desire to take a premature 
plunge; and the result of the poll in Ontario is not 
particularly encouraging to the Liberals or the 
Progressives, while Mr. Meighen evidently does 
not view it as the sign of a ‘‘rising tide’’ that 
would carry him to power in a Dominion-wide 
contest on Federal issues. 


OF MUTUAL ADVANTAGE. 


Sir Henry Thornton told a Vancouver audience 
that the Canadian National will next year or 
later construct a branch from some point on its 
main line west of Edmonton to the Peace River 
country. This is in reference to the appropria- 
tion made by parliament for the survey of a line 
to the anthracite deposit know as the Hoppe field, 
which is claimed to be the largest known deposit 
of this kind of coal in Canada. Vancouver, is less 
concerned in the development of the coal than in 
getting railway connection which will give the 
wholesalers of that city a chance to do business in 
the Peace River country and provide a new and 
shorter outlet for the grain grown in the north- 
western distriet to the sea board. Edmonton is 
interested alike in the increased trade facilities 
which will be provided and in the creation of the 
anthracite mining industry whose product must 
pass through this city en route to the markets of 
central Canada. The interests of the two cities are 
to a degree conflicting, but if the line is built 10 
tap the new coal field both will benefit in the 
aggregate and to a very material extent. 


WASHINGTON PROPOSES AN ALLIANCE. 


Tt is to be gathered from Washington de- 
spatches that the Dominion Government has refus- 
ed to do anything to stop the wholesale smug- 
gling of liquor from Canada into the United 
States. In that Ottawa is keeping strictly to 
precedent, and doing precisely what other Gov- 
ernments—including that of the United States— 
have been doing and are doing in relation to smug- 
glers and smuggling generally. It is not recog- 
nized to be the business of a Government to pre- 
vent its subjects violating the laws relating to 
commerce which happen to prevail in another 
country, regardless of what laws may prevail 
there, so far as Canadian law and officials are 
concerned. In refusing to make an exception. in 
the case of liquor the Dominion Government is 
merely maintaining the attitude of neutrality ta. 
ward export traffic that is aid has been common 
the world over. 

Whether it is wise to thus decline the invita. 
tion to set up a new rule of conduct in such mat- 
ters is another question, The Government at 
Washington directly proposed to Canada that 
these two countries should depart from the uni- 
versal practice and adop. a neighborly resvonsi- 
bility to help preserve law and suppress law- 
breaking. Quite clearly the United States could 
not expeet Canada tu round up Canadian subjects 
who run whisky across the border unless the Gov- 
ernment of the republic was prepared to recipro-

It always was a hurdle over which minor 
offenders in either country could jump to safety 
But in recent times it has come to be used in that 
way to a degree that invites attention and action 
if law is to prevail on either side of it and if the 
relations between the two countries are to con- 
tinue friendly. Canada has been made the head 
quarters from which is carried on a continent- 
wide bootlegging business into the United States, 
The border States in turn have beon made a liaven 
of refuge for gangs of auto-bandits who cross the 
| line, scoop out banks on the Canadian side and 
vanish again over the ‘boundary to security. 
These crooks are operating on an international 
basis, and doing it in a signally successful and 
highly profitable manner. They have capitalized 
the indifference of either country toward viola- 
tion of the laws of the other, and are working it 
for all it is worth. The boundary line is the shei- 
ter behind which they plot in safety and behiud 
which hey find protection when pursued by the 
officers’ of the country whose law they have set 


at defiance. Once across that line they are safe 
from pursuit—and seemingly also safe from 
molestation by the authorities of the country 


which has to recognize them as citizens. This con 
dition of things has been developing for several 
years. And it is tending directly and powerfully 
to create a belt of ‘‘no man's land”’ on either side 
of the border in which law threatens to become 
little more than a name. 

If the United States is minded to co-operate 
in order to deal effectively with international law 
breakers, it certainly is not to the interests of 
Oanada to stand out. 
line with traditions, and involves the acceptance of 
some new responsibilities, does not condemn it. It 
is high time that some new precedents were set up 
in respect to the conduct of one nation toward the 
laws of another. ‘‘Benevolent neutrality ‘‘toward 
smugglers and bandits is.a very unbenevolent 
attitude toward a neighboring and friendly state. 
Protecting law-breakers has never been « profit- 
able nor dignified role for any Government to 
play, and Canada cannot afford to give Washing- 
ton the impression that such is our national ob- 
jective. We have heard a good deal during the 
last five years about the ‘‘new era’’ into which 
the world was supposed to have entered with the 
smashing of Kaiserism and the establishment of 
the League of Nations. Surely we ought to have 
reached the stage where two countries so situated 
as the Dominion and the Republic can act the 
part of good neighbors, to the point of agreeing to 
protect each other against bootleggers, bendits and 
other species of international outlaws.
